At the last annual town meeting 1-2 of 1 per cent of the valua- 
tion of the town was appropriated for highways, bridges and side- 
walks. This amounts to $4,820.28, out of which we have to take 
$1,362, for permanent or state work, leaving $3,458.28 for regu- 
lar repairs. The road agents have expended $4,802.49, and the 
selectmen have paid for concrete sidewalks, curbing, plank for 
bridges, dynamite and blacksmithing for road agents, $1,488.03, 
making $6,290.52, $2,832.24 more than the appropriation. Under 
our present system this is a matter over which the selectmen 
have practically no control. It is not our purpose to criticise the 
road agents but simply call attention to the fact that $2,832.24. 
has been expended on highways for which no appropriation was. 
made. 

The three bridges across the Ammonoosuc river have been 
re-planked and considerable extra work done in different parts of 
the town. 

There is a balance of $322.39 due from the state, but we do 
not include it in the assets as it can only be applied on the trunk. 
line highway work.
